submitted a State plan amendment that would allow “other licensed practitioners of the 

healing arts” providing school-based health services to prescribe occupational therapy 

services. Previously, state law prevented other licensed practitioners from providing 

prescriptions for occupational therapy services.  The change would take effect on July 1, 

2014, and there is no fiscal impact.
